A committee of :jhe civilian em- 


ployes 
of 
the 
Newport: Torpedo 


Station, represeritirig'.-the' different 
departments,- has been;': in Washing- 
ton this week in an endeavor to se- 
cure a larger allowance for New- 
port in.order that there might not 
be any lay-off. 
Their, efforts in thii 


respect were unsuccessful, but they 
were assured that there would be no 
further cut, and were informed that 
the plan for a five-day week had 
been 
decided 
upon 
as 
the 
best 


method of meeting' the situation. 
While this solution will .be very 
pleasing to the men'who. were laid j 
olT and to others who were fearful 
of similar action, there will prob- 
ably be many men who will object to 
the consequent reduction ill their pay 
envelopes. 


TORPEDO STATION REDUCTIONS 


Although there have been frequent 


rumors of further lay-offs to come in 
the 
Torpedo 
Station 
plant, 
an- 


nouncement has been made that no 
inorc reductions will be made this 
month,1 which causes some of the 
men to breathe more freely. 
Last 


Saturday afternoon therc was :i sub- 
stantial' reduction in all the depart- 
ments on the island, the machinists 
suffering 
more 
than , the others, 


perhaps for, the reason that previ- 
ously they had escaped.. A number 
of suggestions had been made for 
getting-around the matter, but none 
met with success. Some members of 
the 
Machinists' Union wanted to 


close the Station' for .lw<J days this 
month without pay, on the ground 
that that would 
accomplish 
tho 


necessary reduction in expense, but 
this was not approved. 


The method of selection of the men 


to be laid off was by an examination 
of their records, those with the best 
records for efficiency being retained. 
?his system also has .been criticized 
by some of the employes, as they 
believe v that 'men 
with 
families 


should bo given the preference over 
unmarried, men and that Newport 
should 
be given precedence over 


outsiders. However, orders were for 
the retention of the most 
efficient 


workers 
without regard to other 


conditions. 


It is said that in the present re- 


duction in the- interests of economy 
the Newport Station has'not suffered 
as badly as those in' some' other 
.places: -• . 'Nevertheless- . Newporters 
feel, .that the city', has been-'discrim- 
inated against by removing parts of 
our naval establishment to otheis 
places. 
The Naval Training Station 


on the Great Lakes' has, of course,' 
detracted largely .from the Newport 
Training Station, and on the face of 
it seems ridiculous, as the Coast is 
the proper place for such an estab- 
lishment, rather than inland. 
The 


ndw torpedo station at Alexandria 
has also called many men away 
from the Newport torpedo..Station, 
and, of course, calls'.'for-a large' ex- 
penditure 
from 
the 
Government, 


while the local station would be 
able to take care of all work of this 
nature. 


What 
effect

In those countries lias been 
made by a committee of 'tha Dnigua- 
ran house, of representatives.

)f the packing houses in those coun- 
rtes are controlled by; foreign capital, 
a largo part of which Is North Amer- 
can. 


It Is estimated that tho total cost 


of euch an undertaking would be over 
WO.000,000 and that the cost In 
Uruguay alone would bo-$22,000,000. 


The committee recommended that a 
onvcntlon of delegates bf-tho. four 
>onth American countries be held to 
"range joint action and suggested the 
ssuance of domestic and foreign loans 
t» raise the funds necessary to acquire
